Not guilty: Jury clears 
cop of rape allegation 
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A POLICE officer accused of 
raping a vulnerable woman 
at her father’s home in 
Harlow has walked free 
from court after being 
cleared of the charge this 
week. 

The jury of eight men and 
four women took just two 
hours at the end of a week- 
long trial to find Adesoji 
Afolabi (30) not guilty of 
rape and assault by penetra¬ 
tion. 

During the trial at Chel¬ 
msford Crown Court the 
defendant, who was a serv¬ 
ing officer with the Hertford¬ 
shire Constabulary at the 
time of the alleged offence, 
admitted the woman had 
performed a sex act on him- 
but claimed it had been at 
her instigation. 

Afolabi’s mother wept 
uncontrollably as the jury 
announced their verdict on 
Tuesday and Judge David 
Turner told her son he was 
free to leave. 

During the trial the court 
was told that Afolabi, from 
Luton, had arrested the 
22-year-old woman outside 
her mother’s house in South 
Mimms in July last year after 
she had caused damage to 
the property. 

He had taken her to 
Hatfield Police Station where 
he was said to have kept her 
under observation before 
volunteering to take her to 
her father’s house in Harlow 
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the following day. 

He then texted her before 
returning to the house the 
next day. The prosecution 
alleged it was during that 
visit the offences took place. 

Prosecutor Andrew Jackson 
described the alleged victim 
as a “mentally vulnerable” 
alcoholic who had been 
diagnosed with borderline 
personality disorder and 
bulimia nervosa. 

She claimed Afolabi had 
raped and sexually assault¬ 
ed her, but throughout the 
trial he maintained that she 
had instigated sexual activity. 

Giving evidence in court, 
he said she had put her hand 
on his chest and asked for 
sexual intercourse 

He said he told her he did 
not have any condoms and 
was “shocked” when the 
woman started rubbing his 
groin in a bid to seduce him. 
However, he admitted that 
he had then started rubbing 
her back. 

She had then fallen onto a 
sofa, he told the jury, and 
claimed he had landed on 
top of her. She removed her 
leggings and knickers before 
unzipping his trousers and 
performing the sex act. 

He said it all lasted about 
“three and a half minutes” 
before he got up and left the 
house.

A 31-YEAR-OLD woman has been 
arrested on suspicion of arson and intent 
to endanger life following a flat fire in 
Harlow.

Wearing breathing apparatus, they 
used two hose reels to extinguish the 
flames in the ground floor maisonette 
before clearing the property of smoke 
with a high-pressured fan. 

No-one was injured in the blaze, 
although the it is understood 
neighbouring flats were temporarily 
evacuated by the fire service as a 
precautionary measure.

MORE than 100 people have been referred 
to their GP after visiting Diabetes UK’s 
healthy living roadshow in Harlow town 
centre this week.

Stay and pay as car 
park charges go up 


HARLOW Council is poised to 
increase car park charges across 
the town in a bid to balance the 
books after abandoning plans to 
abolish ‘first hour free’ parking. 

As the Star reported last month, 
a 20p charge for the first hour was 
due to come into force at car parks 
in Bush Fair, The Stow and Old 
Harlow from September 1 this 
year, but the Labour-controlled 
authority backed down following 
criticism from motorists, local 
businesses and Tory councillors. 

However, to make up for the 
revenue shortfall - expected to be 
in the region of £20,000 - the 
authority this week confirmed 
plans to increase existing fees at 
all council-controlled car parks. 

Most charges will rise by 5p but 
market traders face forking out an 
extra £25 per year for a permit 
allowing them to use the

have been listening to the concerns 
of both residents and businesses 
and believe the best decision is to 
increase existing longer stay car 
park charges so the free parking 
hour can be retained. 

“The average increase in long stay 
car park charges will be just 5p. 


This change in heart will ensure the 
council’s annual budget remains 
balanced and will help us continue 
to provide services.” 

But Tory councillor Russell 
Perrin told the Star increasing 
charges for long-stay motorists 
would prove just as unpopular as 
scrapping the free hour. 

“This is a good example of this 
Labour administration’s knee-jerk 
decision-making,” he said. 

“There was no need for them to 
try and balance the books by 
hiking up parking fees. 

“Five pence doesn’t sound like 
much but it’s an unecessary stealth 
tax that will have a big impact on 
motorists’ expenditure over time.” 

“If they had adopted the budget 
amendments we suggested earlier 
this year they could have kept the 
free hour, kept fees the same and 
kept people happy.”

There’s another reason why 
forums aren’t well-attended 

SIR, Gary Roberts’ letter in last week’s 
Star - ‘Much is promised at forums but 
little is delivered’ - hit the nail almost 
squarely on the head. 

I chaired that tenants’ forum and to 
have only 14 attend such an important 
event which had been widely advertised 
and to which we had invited all the 
contractors involved in the decent 
homes programme was more than 
disappointing. 

I agree with Gary that the root cause of 
tenant involvement at any level is, as he 
said, “the council promising much but 
delivering little” 

He will recall from previous forums that 
Harlow Council has brought itself out of 
the Government’s subsidy arrangement 
and now all its rent revenue should go 
directly to the HRA. It is this that will 
fund the decent homes programme. 

The Housing Revenue Account is a 
business which has an annual income of 
£70m rent revenue and a £209m 30-year 
debt. The underpinning business plan 
is, to say the least, inadequate. It does 
not have an asset management plan or 
an up-to-date major works process to 
support it. 

The business plan did not follow the 
agreed process of going through the 
Finance Standards Panel and on to the 
Housing Standards Board. Because 


of this tenants informed the chief 
excecutive officer that we were in dispute 
with our landlord. 

I will not go into the council’s four-page 
response as we have not yet decided on 
our next course of action, but because 
we had asked that senior officers and 
portfolio holders be held to account 
and resign we are told that we are being 
deliberately provocative or vexatious. 

The council also informed us there was 
no appeal and the investigating officer 
did not even bother to sign her report. 

So Gary, how’s that for another reason 
for tenants not to get involved?

It’s polices that will count 
at the next general election 

SIR, I sympathise to some extent with 
Steve Stopplecamp with regard to the 
desirability of a local candidate for 
Parliament ( Letters , August 1), but in 
practice it is not so simple. 

Suzy Stride can speak for herself but I 
address general principles. An MP has 
many functions, of which I pick out three 
of the most important. 

The first is to represent his or her 
constituency and constituents in 
all relevant spheres, the second to 
contribute to the making of laws and 
decisions on the running of the country 
and the third, if a backbencher, to 
hold the government to account for its 
performance in applying those laws and 
decisions. 

For the first of these a local connection 
is obviously important. For the latter 
two it may be less so; other qualities 
may be more significant and that is a 
judgement that candidate selectors 
have to make. 

In the current cycle the national Labour 
Party decreed that Harlow should have 
an all-woman shortlist. I will not go into 


the merits or otherwise of that decision 
but, in the event, although we have 
many able women members of Harlow 
Labour Party, none of them wished at 
the present time to pursue a possible 
Parliamentary career. 

So, as I noted in my last letter, the 
selection process was carried out fully 
in accordance with the rules from those 
who did put forward their names and 
Suzy Stride came out top. Incidentally, 
many working class people can and do 
go to Cambridge these days. Is that not 
good? 

I should also point out that the Tories 
have never had a candidate of local 
origin. Anyone remember Jerry Hayes? 
Robert Halfon was originally an 
outsider. While I disagree profoundly 
with his politics, having been selected 
as candidate he persevered - even after 
defeat - until he won in 2010 and is now 
very well established in Harlow. 

At the next election the crucial issues 
will be the policies of the parties both 
national and local, not the origins of 
the candidates. Ongoing debate about 
those policies is what is needed in order 
to have the best informed electorate 
possible. 

If Mr Stopplecamp can contribute to 
that process, he will serve a valuable 
function.

Union row erupts

Arrest made in Rent 
Team fraud inquiry 


Police appeal over 
ambulance smash 


A 25-YEAR-OLD man 
has been arrested by 
police investigating 
allegations of 
fraudulent activity 
at Harlow-based 
lettings agency The 
Rent Team.

The first competitive ride at 
the Edinburgh Way track was 
completed by Neil Dyker, the 
then national junior sprint 
champion, who recorded an 
impressive 12.5 seconds for a 
200 metres time trial. 

Harlow Cycling Club, which 
was formed in 1956, took a 
leading role in promoting the 
track and ensuring it was at 
the forefront of the sport. 

The velodrome hosted a 
number of major events, 
including an Olympic 
international track meeting 
in 1979 and the promotion of 


the English Schools Cycling 
Association Championships 
in 1989. 

However, much to the 
disappointment of Harlow 
Cycling Club and many other 
cycling enthusiasts, the 
velodrome was sold to 
Longmans Group in 1993 for 
£3m. 

A replacement indoor 
velodrome was promised for 
the town but plans for a new 
track never came to fruition.

HUNDREDS more homes are to be built 
on the site of Harlow’s award-winning 
Newhall development after councillors 
unanimously approved plans for the 
next phase of the project. 

Housebuilder Linden Homes has been 
granted permission to build a further 
328 homes on a 9.66 hectare swathe of 
farmland, bringing the total number of 
homes on the whole estate up to 2,780. 

It claims the expansion will take the 
development in a “new direction” by 
incorporating a range of large family 
houses in generously-sized plots 
alongside smaller two- and three- 
bedroom homes and blocks of one- and 
two-bed apartments.

HARLOW has been chosen to trial 
a project which it is hoped will 
bring residents and organisations 
together to improve local commu¬ 
nities. 

Following a successful bid to 
Whole Essex Community 
Budget, £48,550 has 
been secured to tack¬ 
le a range of issues in 
the town.

Ambulance trust faces financial crisis 


DIRECTORS of the region’s under¬ 
fire ambulance service face an 
urgent need to improve services - 
despite a potential £16m deficit. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service’s trust board met in front of 
a packed public gallery following 
months of criticism and complaints 
due to lengthy call times. 

While a number of targets are still 
not being met in various sectors - 
including care for patients suffering 
cardiac arrests and the time ambu¬ 
lances take to drop patients off at 
hospital before heading back on the 
road - most debate surrounded the 
trust’s perilous financial state. 

Stephen Day, interim director of 
finance, presented a report which 
showed significant ongoing over¬ 
spending on private ambulance 
services while less income than 
expected from commissioners had 
left the trust well below its expected 
position. 

Mr Day said: “Following the 
results for June and given current 
financial trends, forecasts have 
been adjusted and now show that 
without corrective action being 
taken, the potential net risk to the 
trust would be £16m. 

“This is an absolute worst case 


scenario - disaster - but that is why 
I have presented this report.” 

He added that the trust still hopes 
to make extra money from cost 
improvement plans which are yet to 
bear fruit and other savings pro¬ 
jects. 

But Dr Geoff Harris, interim 
chairman, said: “If there is anyone 
here who did not realise how chal¬ 
lenging a financial position we are 
in now, they do now. 

“We have an overspend on PAS 
because of poor planning. We need 
to have a better idea of expenditure 
and the fact we have failed in this 
area makes me question the 
approach we are taking in others. 

“I wonder how much confidence I 
should have in the CIPs being deliv¬ 
ered now? If we don’t ensure these 
now then they won’t be delivered 
and we will be in a very bad posi¬ 
tion.” 

Andrew Morgan, interim chief 
executive, said: “We know we don’t 
have enough of our own staff and 
we have been back-filling with PAS. 

“We need to get more of our own 
people on the road in more ambu¬ 
lances and that is what we are try¬ 
ing to achieve. This could save us a 
lot of overspend.”

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Driver died when 
car ‘aquaplaned’ 
during heavy rain 


A VERDICT of accidental 
death has been recorded on a 
driver who died after his BMW 
car aquaplaned in heavy rain 
on the Mil and then over¬ 
turned as it crashed down an 
embankment. 

Electrician Nigel White (45), 
of Westfield, Harlow, died from 
a brain haemorrhage follow¬ 
ing the crash near North 
Weald, an inquest at 
Chelmsford heard on Friday. 

Assistant coroner Eleanor 
McGann was told that since 
the accident on November 4 
last year, work has been car¬ 
ried out by the Highways 
Agency in a bid to prevent 
aquaplaning by ensuring any

rainwater runs down the 
drains instead of flowing back 
onto the road. 

As she announced her ver¬ 
dict, she said she was glad to 
hear the work was complete. 

Coroner’s officer Laura 
Howard said Mr White was 
driving his BMW to work in 
heavy rain when the accident 
happened. 

Eyewitness Stephen 
Bowering said he saw the 
BMW “lose control and go 
sideways.” He pulled up and 
found the car upside down 
about 20 feet down the 


embankment. 

He checked the vehicle for 
fuel leakage and “possible fire” 
but could not see the driver. 

Estimating his own speed at 
between 50-60mph before¬ 
hand, Mr Bowering said Mr 
White had not been driving 
any faster. The court was told 
the speed of the BMW was 
57mph. 

PC Dave Howie, who carried 
out an investigation, said that 
due to the camber in the road 
rainwater had started to accu¬ 
mulate on the road surface. 

He added that the middle 
tread on Mr White’s rear tyres, 
although legal, had been close 
to the limit.

Crossrail project 
‘will help support 
ECC regeneration 
plans for Harlow’ 


ESSEX County Council has 
thrown its weight behind the 
multi-million pound Crossrail 2 
project, saying it would support 
growth and regeneration plans 
for Harlow. 

County Hall has submitted its 
formal response to Transport for 
London’s consultation on the 
scheme, expressing strong sup¬ 
port for the economic benefits 
that it could bring to the area. 

Crossrail 2 would create a new, 
high-frequency rail line running 
between south-west and north¬ 
east London. The county coun¬ 
cil said it recognised the poten¬ 
tial to provide significant eco¬ 
nomic benefit to communities in 
west Essex - including Harlow - 
as well as providing "vital sup¬ 
port" to Stansted Airport. 

The county has recorded its 
support for the regional option 
for Crossrail 2, which would con¬ 
nect central London with areas 
to the north-east and south¬ 
west. 

County councillor Rodney 
Bass, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transportation, said: 
“We welcome the opportunity to 
respond to Transport for 
London’s consultation on the 
Crossrail 2 project. 

"Essex County Council strongly 
supports the regional option for 
Crossrail 2 and we recognise the 
opportunities that this scheme 
presents for aiding economic 
growth across the west of the 
county. 

"There are number of areas that 
must be looked at closely to 
ensure that this scheme realises 
its full potential and we look for¬ 
ward to working closely with 
Transport for London and other 


partners as this scheme develops.” 

In support of this stance, ECC 
believes that Crossrail 2 should 
be developed within a wider 
framework that also delivers 
faster and more frequent servic¬ 
es from west Essex and Stansted 
Airport to London, alongside a 
frequent service for north 
London. 

The scheme also provides an 
opportunity to examine the pro¬ 
vision of fast rail services 
between Stansted and the other 
London airports. It is, therefore, 
ECC’s view that Crossrail 2 is 
entirely dependent on the deliv¬ 
ery of the Lea Valley four-track 
proposal between Coppermill 
Junction and Broxbourne. 

ECC believes that four-tracking 
the West Anglia mainline 
towards Stansted Airport would 
allow for existing and enhanced 
fast suburban services to deliver 
for the communities of west 
Essex and Herts, while visitors 
and passengers accessing the 
airport should be supported with 
an enhanced fast express service 
to and from central London. 

ECC’s consultation expresses 
the view that Crossrail 2 has the 
potential to improve connectivity 
for Essex residents, with enha¬ 
nced interchange opportunities 
at Tottenham Hale and Hackney. 
This would help to relieve conges¬ 
tion at Liverpool Street, providing 
capacity for outer-suburban and 
express services. 

The council is also calling for 
appropriate investment in the 
Central Line in order to address 
capacity and frequency issue, and 
to enhance the level of service 
offered to commuters from the 
Epping Forest area. 


Late-night fry-ups are the most 
common cause of kitchen fires 


MORE fires start in the kitchen 
than in any other room in the 
home, Essex fire chiefs have 
warned. 

In the first six months of this 
year more than half of all house 
fires originated in the kitchen, 
with cooking being responsible 
for more than half. 

According to Essex Fire and 
Rescue Service, a particular 
problem occurs when people 
return home after a night out and 
start to prepare a fry up or, more 
commonly, chips and then end 
up falling asleep at the kitchen 
table, leaving the pan alight. 

One in 10 kitchen fires start 
after people arrive home from a 
night out at 11pm. And 20 per 
cent of kitchen fires occur in 


homes with no smoke detectors 
fitted at all. 

Divisional officer Neil Fenwick 
said: “Our firefighters attend 
hundreds of fires a year which 
originate in the kitchen. 

“Cooking is one of the major 
causes of fires in the home and 
even the smallest kitchen fire can 
cause devastation to your home 
and leave loved ones injured or 
even killed. 

“Drinking and cooking simply 
do not mix. Time and again fire¬ 
fighters have been called to fires 
in the home and found a pan of 
food on the stove and someone 
sound asleep on the sofa. This is a 
deadly combination, just three 
breaths of smoke can be enough 
to kill.” 


Woman cut free from wreckage of car 


A WOMAN had to be cut free 
from her car after an accident in 
London Road, Harlow, on 
Tuesday morning. 

Firefighters who were called to 
the scene at 8.39am found a vehi¬ 
cle had left the roadway and was 


lying on its side with a woman 
trapped inside,

Hoedown 
time as 
country 
festival 
returns

IT may not be Music City USA but 
Harlow still knows how to throw a 
darn good country music party. 

For the past 12 years - and 
throughout the 1970s and '80s - the 
Town Park has hosted one of the UK's 
biggest and best country festivals, 
making the town a hub for European 
fans of the genre. 

And this Sunday will be no different, 
as Country In The Park returns with 
another impressive line-up featuring 
the cream of the UK's buoyant country 
music scene. 

Organised by Harlow Country Music 
Centre - now in its 44th year - in 
partnership with the Great Parndon 
Community Association, Sunday's bill 



features the likes of Gary Perkins & The 
Breeze, pictured above, The Thrillbillies, 
Nancy Ann Lee, Next Of Kin and Blake 
& Brazil - not to mention a non-stop 
line-dance disco. 

Compere Dave Ingold, a co-director of 
the GPCA who was at the helm of the 
HCMC for more than 30 years before 
stepping down in 2012, told the Star 
he was hoping for a big turnout. 

"We usually get around 3,000 people 
down each year, so it's a pretty big 
event," he said. 

"A lot of people don't realise how 
good the country music scene is in the 
UK. There are some really good bands, 
many of which have played either the 
festival or the HCMC over the years. 


With country becoming an 
increasingly diverse genre, melding pop, 
rock and folk influences with traditional 
styles, Dave said this year's line-up had 
been chosen to cater for all tastes. 

"There are lots of different branches 
of country music now, but we're 
confident we've got something for 
everyone in Sunday's line-up," he 
added.

GARDENING & PUZZLES 


Colour without the 
high maintenance 


GARDENING TIPS 
by Hannah Stephenson 


OUR sweltering July probably prompted 
many gardeners to reach for the hosepipe. 

In fact, according to The Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS), less than 3% of the annual 
water consumption of an average household is 
estimated to be from garden use, but at peak 
demand times as much as 70% of water supplied 
may be used in gardens. 

This doesn't have to be the case though. 
Rainwater collected in water butts, waste water 
from the kitchen and grey water from the 
bathroom can all be used to water plants. 

Or, maybe, the ultimate solution is simply to 
create a garden that doesn't need much watering 
in the first place. 

This doesn't mean creating a desert garden 
devoid of colour. Dramatic flowerbeds can 
easily be achieved from plants that have very 
low moisture and maintenance demands. 

Many drought-resistant plants naturally form 
communities of plants which all thrive in the same 
conditions and come from similar Mediterranean 
habitats. 

At the front of the border you could have dwarf 
lavender, Sedum spectabile, lamb's ears and 
ornamental grass such as stipa tenuissima, while 
middle-sized drought-resistant plants include 
Echinacea purpurea 'Magnus', Erysimum 'Bowles's 
Mauve' (wallflower), Russian sage and Nepeta 
'Six Hills Giant' (catmint, pictured). 

At the back of the border you could use species 


more than 1.8m tall, including Cotinus coggygria 
'Royal Purple', Choisya ternata (Mexican orange 
blossom) and Trachelospermum jasminoides. 

Most drought-tolerant plants will have either 
aromatic leaves, fleshy and succulent leaves 
(which store moisture for dry spells), grey leaves, 
hairy leaves (which shade themselves with their 
own hairs), long narrow leaves (which are good 
at shedding heat without water), or spikes (which 
act as 'fins' to cool the plant). 

The RHS offers these extra tips to create a more 
drought-resistant, but still attractive, garden: 

■ Cultivate the soil deeply and dig in large 
quantities of organic matter to improve soil 
structure, water retention and water availability 
for plants. Well-rotted garden compost, 
mushroom compost, composted bark and well- 
rotted farmyard manure are all suitable forms of 
organic matter. Heavy manuring can add nearly 
a month's worth of water storage capacity to 
the soil. Loam-based potting compost doesn't 
dry out as quickly as peat-free composts. If using 
peat-free, water-retaining gels might have some 
benefit. 

■ Apply sufficient fertiliser as plants use 
water most efficiently where nutrient levels are 
adequate. But do not apply too much fertiliser 




to the soil, as this can encourage too much lush 
growth which can flop in summer, requiring extra 
watering and becoming frost-damaged in winter. 

■ Choose plants with grey-green or silver leaves 
as they reflect the sun's rays, helping to conserve 
moisture within the plant tissues. 

■ Try to choose plants which suit the site's soil 
type and aspect. They will be more tolerant of 
varying climatic conditions as well as of pest and 
disease problems. 

■ Plant things while they are still small. They will 
develop much greater resilience as they adapt to 
their conditions from a young age. Ideally plant in 
autumn so they can do some growing before dry 
weather arrives. 

■ If planting Mediterranean plants, do so in 


spring when the soil is warming up. Many of 
these plants will suffer from root-rot if planted in 
autumn and become cold and damp over winter. 

■ Before planting, thoroughly soak the plants in 
their pots in a bucket of water until the bubbles 
stop rising to the surface. 

■ Thoroughly water in all new plants (and keep 
them watered in the first season after planting 
to ensure they establish well). Once established, 
they will become much more drought tolerant. 

■ After planting, mulch the bed with 5-7.5cm (2- 
3in) of gravel or, even better, a layer of compost 
or straw covered with gravel, to help retain 
moisture while the plants establish. 

■ You may decide to go without a lawn in 
your drought-friendly garden, but if not, you'll 
be pleased to know that lawns are surprisingly 
drought tolerant and usually recover well in the 
autumn rains even if they have been brown and 
parched most of the summer. Lawn irrigation 
should rarely be required, if at all, to keep the 
grass healthy.

THE LONE RANGER

IT'S "Hi-ho, Silver, away!" for Gore 
Verbinski and Johnny Depp, director and 
Oscar nominated star of the Pirates Of The 
Caribbean saga who reunite for this rootin' 
tootin' reinvention of the masked avenger. 

The Lone Ranger began life as a radio 
series in the early 1930s and captured the 
imagination of listeners across America. The 
title character, who rode the plains searching 
for truth and justice in the company of his 
Native American sidekick Tonto, inspired a 
spin-off series and then galloped from the 
big to the small screen as a long-running TV 
series starring Clayton Moore and John Hart. 

Verbinski's lavish romp spares no expense in 
terms of spectacle, including two outrageous 
set pieces aboard moving trains that are a 
thrilling combination of old-fashioned stunt 
work and pyrotechnics. 

While the title of the film may be The 
Lone Ranger, this is Depp's show and once 
again he is given carte blanche to conjure 
a quixotic, comic creation out of the ether. 

His Tonto lassos all of the best lines and 
is involved in the most thrilling daredevil 
action. 

A framing device set in 1933 San Francisco 
confirms his star billing. A Native American 
mannequin (Depp) magically comes to life 
in order to recount the story of the Lone 
Ranger to a wide-eyed boy (Mason Cook). 

In hazy flashback we join handsome lawyer 
John Reid (Armie Hammer) in 1869 Texas as 
he travels on the newly constructed railroad 
controlled by Latham Cole (Tom Wilkinson). 
Soon after, John is reunited with his brother, 
Texas Ranger Dan Reid (James Badge Dale), 
and pretty sister-in-law Rebecca (Ruth 
Wilson). 

When outlaw Butch Cavendish (William 
Fichtner) escapes custody, Dan leads the 
search party and he reluctantly deputises 
John so they can spend quality time together. 
Unfortunately, the chase ends in carnage 
and John wakes from a bullet wound to meet 
Tonto (Depp), a quixotic Commanche Native 
American who also has good reason to want 
Cavendish dead. 

The Commanche encourages John to find 
the hero within by donning a mask and 
together they hunt down the outlaw, taking 
a small yet important detour via the brothel 
run by no-nonsense madam Red Harrington 
(Helena Bonham Carter). 



The Lone Ranger is an entertaining action 
adventure, distinguished by Depp's theatrics 
and Bojan Bazelli's stunning cinematography. 
The west has seldom looked so splendidly 
wild and rugged. 

Unquestionably the 149-minute running 
time will leave audiences feeling saddle-sore 


and the film noticeably drags its spurs in the 
middle section. However, when it comes 
to the action, Verbinski's film delivers at a 
canter.

RECENT interior design 
trends have seen a move 
away from low key 
neutrals.

I T’S been a long wait but finally it’s 
here. Jaguar’s F-Type has had one 
of the longest build-ups of any car in 
recent years, but all the hype now 
has to stop and the car itself is 
required to do the talking. 

Jaguar says the F-Type is its first 
‘proper’ sports car in 52 years. As 
the name suggests, it has to follow in 
the footsteps of the E-Type. 

Massive shoes to fill, of course, but 
view one alongside the other and 
you can see lineage, not pastiche. 

The F-Type nods to its great- 
grandparent in the cut-off nose and 
high rear deck, but it’s a thoroughly 
modern design. 

It pulls the neat trick of looking 
sensational in a range of colours and 
the option of light or dark wheels 
gives extra scope for tailoring. 
Looks-wise, it’s a solid-gold hit. 

And it’s clever with it, being 
sculpted out of aluminium just like 
the bigger XJ saloon. That helps to 
keep the weight down while 
remaining as strong as a 
conventional steel structure. 

It’s a convertible only, of course, 
but the wise decision to stick with a 
fabric roof means a 12-second 
raising or lowering routine and no 
unsightly design compromises. It’s a 
strict two-seater and the boot is 
modest, but you could fit a generous 
weekend’s luggage in there without 
having to skimp. 


Approach the door and you press a 
button to pop out the flush-fitting 
door handle - a feature that keeps 
the overall design slick - and drop 
into the driver’s seat. 

It’s snug but not cramped, and 
aside from the button-covered 
steering wheel, the cabin is a lesson 
in simplicity. A row of 
straightforward switches, the 
familiar Jag touchscreen and neat 
new climate controls complete the 
job. 

The joystick-like gear lever 
encourages you to ‘fire’ it when 
selecting Drive by pushing the 
trigger-like button; a clever ploy to 
get you in the mood. 

The three-model range comprises 
of the F-Type V6, F-Type V6S and the 
top V8S. But there’s no such thing as 


an ‘entry-level’ model here. The only 
thing telling them apart is a discreet 
badge front and rear plus quad 
exhaust pipes on the V8S. 

Fire it up and there is a 
surprisingly strident crackle from 
the exhaust, another area where 
there has been effort expended to 
deliver the right kind of feel. 

Set off in the standard V6 and 
there’s an instant feeling of 
‘rightness’. The steering is quick and 
accurate but smooth, while the ride 
quality is immediately impressive 
while remaining in firm touch with 
the road. 

Left to its own devices, the eight- 
speed automatic shifts quickly and 
smoothly and you can surf along on 
the generous torque. It’s sporty, but 
it’s still a Jaguar. 


It won’t be long before you want to 
up the pace and you have a choice in 
how you go about this. A simple 
squeeze of the accelerator releases 
another chunk of torque while the 
gearbox will shift down if required, 
but ideally you’ll hit the switch to 
put it into Dynamic mode. 

Depending on the model, this 
opens up the exhaust, sharpens 
throttle and gearbox response, 
stiffens the suspension and reduces 
assistance to the steering. 

The most dramatic change comes 
in the noise from the exhaust. 
Squeeze the accelerator hard and 
you get a sophisticated but vocal 
rasp, and when you back off there’s 
half-a-dozen loud crackles, too. 
You’ll do it on purpose just to hear it 
over and over. 


Smooth and effortless though it is, 
the F-Type really shines when 
pressing on. The surety of its 
responses instils plenty of 
confidence, and as you start to push 
it harder through challenging 
bends, it just keeps on gripping, 
staying flat and controlled whatever 
the surface is doing. 

It deals with broken surfaces 
remarkably well, but you can tweak 
all the individual Dynamic settings 
and soften the suspension again if 
desired. Even if you don’t, it’s never 
harsh. 

It’s unquestionably fast, too. The 
F-Type starts with 335bhp, and if 
you never sampled the more 
powerful versions, you’d think it was 
plenty. 

With eight gears to flick through, 
the supercharged V6 spins up 
quickly and always has torque to 
spare. If you can spare the extra 
cash, the 375bhp of the V6S is 
welcome. 

On the other hand, the V8S is a 
monster; the chassis is more than 
capable of coping with almost 
490bhp, and the resulting 
acceleration, speed and noise are 
truly breathtaking - it’s a devilish 
delight. 

We’ve waited patiently for the 
F-Type and been thoroughly primed 
for its arrival, but the truth is Jaguar 
has delivered a truly superb car. It 
has the looks and performance 
beyond what you might hope for,

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Boss makes 
move to sign

DANNY Chapman has 
strengthened his Harlow 
Town squad with the signing 
of two central defenders for 
their Ryman League division 
one north campaign which 
starts this Saturday.

He added: “As long as he is physically 
right he can do well.” 

Osagie’s coach Craig Winrow stressed 
that he must not be distracted by the 
absence of world record holder Rudisha. 

“Just because Rudisha is not there does 
not mean it’s going to be an easy thing,” 
said Winrow. “Andrew was the European 
number one last year and he needs to 
stay there.”
